Claims Discovery 
‘Man in Making’ 


NAIROBI, Kenya Colony, (AP) 
Wilfred le Gros Clark, British an- 
atomist, told the pre-history con- 
ference Wednesday that the bones 
of a creature found in South Africa 
in 1938 belonged to a survivor of a 
group, including great apes, from 
which man descended 

Clar an oxford university pro- 
fessor, said he was “astonished by 
results of my study” of the skull 
and limb bones discovered near 
Sterkfontein and that there was no 
escape from the conclusion that the 
creature was closely related to man 

He told the congress the discovery 
indicated that a transition from ape 
to man probably took place in Af- 
rica 

Clark said the bones of the strange 
;“ape man” showed it had a brain 
one-third as large as that of human 
beings, walked upright, had soft 
hands and closely followed the 
human pattern of anatomy al- 
though considerably larger than 
present-day man. He said the teeth 
closely resembled human teeth 

The South African discovery, he 
Said, definitely was “man in the 
making.”
